rIERCE HAIL STORM 
STRIKES DISTRICT 
DOES MUCH DAMAGE 


Last Saturday afternoon a severe 
wind, rain and hail storm passed over 
the Gleichen district and did much 
damage. 

From reports the storm struck Cal- 
gary lightly, but travelling north and 
east. Going north it hit Airdrie dis- 
trict lasting about 30 minutes and 
mowed down many fields. of grain all 
of which was practically destroyed, 
Windows on the north and west sides 
of houses and other buildings were 
smashed by the force of the hail 
stones,

The storm also struck a wide area 
in the Crossfield district with the 
damage estimated from 50 to 100 per 
cent, Branches were broken off the 
trees by the weight and force of the 
hail stones, 

Passengers on the C, P, R, train 
had a somewhat thrilling experience 
in the storm. Among them there 
were many to whom a western hail 
storm was a novelty and the size of 
the stones and their velocity were 
considered awe-inspiring. The storm 
struck the train near Langdon, Pre- 
ceeded by a cloud of black dust that 
almost obliterated light, it travelled 
at a fearful pace across the main line. 
Windows on the north side of the 
train suffered somewhat as the train 
plowed through the storm and the 
shattered glass was eloquent to 
spectators on the Calgary platform, 
as the train pulled in, of the force of 
the blast.

A RODLESS PUMP PIPE 


(By John Glambeck) 

Norman fall, who most of the 
Call’s readers will know as he was 
one of the homesteaders of Queens- 
town, has invented a rodless pump 
pipe for deep wells, which is a great 
improvement over the old kind of 
well pipe. Mr. Hall sold out his farm 
near Queenstown, a few lears ago to 
John Winkler and moved to Port 
Angeles, Washington, where the 
family still lives. This summer Mr. 
Hall came back to Alberta getting a 
patent for his invention and putting 
in his new system in several wells in 
the district. 

As one of those who have put in his 
rodless pipe I am so well pleased with 
the system that I feel like telling 
others about it, Many years ago I 
had a well drilled 220 feet deep, the 
water only rises about 20 feet then 
runs off through a crevice in the rock. 
Over this well I erected a 30 foot 
tower and an 8-foot wind mill, but the 
mill would only pump when a strong

neighbors I next tried a forty foot 
tower and a ten foot wheel but with 
the same result. Then I installed 
a Fairbanks-Morse 3-horse power 
pump engine which pumped the water 
alright but always gave trouble and 
the pump jacks would frequently 
break. During the past four wet 
years I had plenty of water for my 
stock in a nearby slough and did not 
use the well at all. This year of ex- 
tream drouth the slough and surface 
wells went dry and I had to recon- 
sider the deep well, Then I heard 
about Norman Hall’s rodless well pipe 
and decided to try it out. 

After taking out the rods in the 
two-inch well pipe we put in Hall’s one 
inch pipe inside the old pipe and I

ry 

nd that I could pump a pail of 
water quite easily from the deep well, 
something which had been practically 
impossible under the old system. On 
examining the wind mill wheel it was 
found that all the gears had been 
‘worn out so it was necessary to put 
in a new wheel, but instead of put- 
ting on another ten-foot wheel I put 
on an eight foot wheel and it works 
like a char.m The wind mill pumps 
the water with the least bit of wind 
and the big tank is filled up in a 
couple of hours so I am tickled to 
death over the rodless pipe. It ts 
much less expensive than the other 
kind, so easy to take out of the deep 
well if necessary, and I would surely 
advise anyone getting a new deep 
well drilled or those having trouble 
with their old system and anyone ia- 
terested is_welcome to come and in- 
spect mine working.

made the charge. 

Wih the advent of the “big nickel,” 
church collections have fallen off, a 
preacher stated today at a regular 
Sunday service. “The large  five- 
cent pieces,” he said, “are dropped 


into the collection plate with a flour- 
ish that belongs to nothing less than 
a quarter. I don't blame the smaller 
collections on the people, I blame the 
Government.”

In the communication received, it 
was pointed out by the Stratford 
council that the Dominion Govern- 
ment had already been approached 
and petitioned by the former body.

Dry Weather Causing 
Times for Farmers 

Canadian farmers are not the 
only ones who are experiencing| 
anxious times in connection with 
the prolonged spell of dry weather, 
according to reports received 
by the department of trade and’ 
commerce, Canada's chief competitor | 
in the world wheat markets, Argen-| 
tine, has also been experiencing a 
prolonged drought and much anxiety | 
is felt by the grain and cattle trades. 
Not only is pasturage in that coun- 
try threatened, but the work of plow- 
ig and sowing for next year’s major | 
crops is held back by the hard state’ 
of the soil, In addition, wheat prices | 
are below normally remunerative' 
prices to the farmers, 

In the United Kingdom the min- 
istry of agriculture reported on July | 
1 that continued weather conditions 
were adversely affecting the cereal 
and root crops. Wheat, barley and 
oats were estimated to be five per! 
cent. below the average, and beans’ 
twelve per cent. below average. | 
Potatoes were backward, and unless | 
copious rains were reecived, will be 
under average. What is known in| 
Great Britain as “corn crops" ap-| 
peared to be fairly healthy on the) 
whole. Peas also promised an aver- 
age crop. 


New Zealand Must 
Conserve Its Timber 


Anxious 


Government Has Plan to Reforest 
Three Hundred Thousand Acres 


eed for conservation of the Brit- 
ish Empire's timber, not only in the} 
great forests of Canada, but also in 
New Zealand, is emphasized:in the; 
statement of Hon. W. B. Tavener, 
commissioner of state forests, that 
in forty years there will be no native 
timber worth having in New Zea- 
land left to mill. 

Mr. Tavener recommends that 
the Dominion proceed at once with 
an extensive planting program. 

“A certain change of attitude is 
required toward the use of timber 
in New Zealand,” said the minister. 
“People have been wasteful in the 
utilization of native timbers, and 
that waste must be stopped. In the 
most favored forest districts my ex- 
perts tell me that only about ten 
per cent of the standing timber is 
actually utilized in the manufactur- 
ing of lumber.” 

The government is going ahead 
with a program for the provision 
of 800,000 acres of state forests to 
be planted in pine trees. On some 
of the land to be reforested the 
government will plant fir cones and 
other tree seeds obtained from Brit- 
ish Columbia.

British Market 


Quanity Shipments of Farm Produce 
Just -as Necessary as Quality 
Standard in Order to Hold 

Trade : 


In a very instructive article that 
he has written for the Country Guide 
of Winnipeg, W. A. Wilson, Canadian 
Agricultural Products representative 
on the Empire Marketing Board, 
brings out some of the reasons why 


; Canada is not getting a larger share 


of the British foodstuffs market. 
One point that he brings out is of 
very great interest; it 1s that qual- 
ity itself is not sufficient to win the 
British market; there must be quan- 
tity as well. 

What Mr. Wilson means is that 
sales contacts cannot be established 
and maintained in Great Britain un- 
less there is assurance of an ade- 
quate and steady supply of the com- 
modity sold, be it bacon, eggs, meat, 
salmon, or other foods. This is the 
lesson that Canada has not learned, 
Mr. Wilson indicates. We have so 
raised the quality of our food pro- 
ducts that they are thorouhgly satis- 
factory to the British consumer, but 
we do not provide for Britain a 
steady supply of our goods. British 
buyers are very chary of shifting 
their sources of supply unless they 
are given every assurance that they 
can always get what they want when 
they want it. 

Mr. Wilson believes that Canada, 
in improving the quality of some 
food products, has shown ability in 
both leadership and workers, He 
considers it quite as reasonable to 


| assume that Canada can work out 


the problems of quantity production 
that is necessary to hold the Brit- 
ish market, 

To judge from the article one 
would assume that all that is nec- 
essary to overcofme Canada's handi- 
cap is to lessen the inertia of the 
Canadian farmer and farm organ- 
izations. If the problem does not go 
deeper than that, it will no be diffi- 
cult to solve. The Department of 
Agriculture at Ottawa and in each 
of the provinces and the various 


‘farm organizations have a remen- 


dous opportunity to aid in expanding 
Canada’s export trade.

Powerful Weaving Branch Refuses 
To Consider Wage Reduction 

Manchester, Eng. -- Lancashire's 
cotton mill stoppage continues with 
prospects slimmer than ever for an 
immediate settlement and return to 
work of its striking operatives. 

The employers professed still to be 
ready to negotiate for a solution of 
the dispute and the card room work- 
ers and spinners seem prepared to 
negotiate with them, but the power- 
ful weaving branch was determined 
to remain adamant in opposition to 
the proposed wage reductions. 

Meanwhile a section of the British 
press commented on the serious loss 
to British industry growing out of 
the stoppage as a consequence of the 
opportunity it gave rivals to seize the 
national trade. 

Germany, France and Japan were 
reported in these quarters as optimis- 
tic over the opportudlities presented 
The Mail declared northern France 
would reap a golden harvest, orders 
which ordinarily would go to Lan- 
cashire going to Lille, Roublaix and 
Tourcoing.

dVinnipeg. — Unprecedented devel-|

Canada’s Consumption 
Of Gasoline Mounting 


New Record Made Last Yea: With 
475,000,000 Gallons 

Montreal, Canada consumed 
about 475,000,000 gallons of gasoline 
last year, according to an estimate 
made by The Financial Post. This is 
@ record figure, and exceeds any pre- 
vious year’s consumption by from 20 
to 25 per cent. 

Five years from now Canadian 
consumption of gas will probably top 
the billion gallon mark, so rapidly is 
the consumption of this all-import- 
ant product increasing. This year's 
consumption will probably be in the 
neighborhood of 570,000,000 gallons, 
for not only are automobile registra- 
tions increasing currently at 14 to 
15 per cent. per year, but the use of 
tractors and gas-burning machinery 
on the farms; the increasing tourist} 
traffic; a higher mileage per car andj 
the introduction of aeroplanes, all) 
have their part in swelling our an-| 
nual gas bill.
